PHYSICAL  FEATURES . ETC The  Urban  District  area  conprises  a retangular 
area  approximately  2 miles  long,  and  a mile  broad,  practically  all 
elevated  table  land,  ranging  from  an  altitude  of  600  feet  at  Hipperholme, 
to  200  feet  at  Bailiff  Bridge,  the  intermediate  portion  Light cliffe, 
being  450  feet  above  the  sea  level.  There  is  a gradual  slope  from  North 
to  South  & West  to  East.  This  area  is  situated,  between  Halifax,  Brighouse 
Southowran,  the  Halifax  Rural  District  Area,  Bradford,  Shelf,  The  Lanc- 
ashire & Yorkshire  Railway  runs  through  the  district,  and  it  is  also 
served  for  locomotion  by  the  tram  lines  between  Bailiff  Bridge  and 
Bradford,  and  Hipperholme  and.  Halifax.  It  is  conveniently  divided  up  into 
three  wards,  Hipperholme,  Lightcliffe  and  Bailiff  Bridge.  The  soil  is 
mostly  clay,  and  the  country  is  hilly.  Hipperholme  the  oldest  portion  is 
nain&y  Industrial,  and  contains  a Brewery,  2 Tanneries,  Worsted  Mill, 
Chemical  Worts,  arid  a large  Wheel—' urights  business.  Lightcliffe  is 
resident ial  in  character,  is  pleasantly  wooded  and  has  many  fine  houses. 
Bailiff  Bridge  is  an  Industrial  district , with  a Carpet  Factory  and 
Cotton  Mills.  There  are  also  Stone  Quarries  in  the  District.  The  housing 
accommodation  on  the  whole  is  good,  and  there  are  nan}'  open  spaces  in  the 
area.  The  class  of  the  population  is  exceptionally  good,  and  there  is 
practically  no  poverty.  The  water  is  supplied  in  bul>  by  the  Halifax 
Corporation.  There  is  no  lead  to  be  found  in  the  water  which  is  very  soft, 
as  it  is  not  filtered  it  is  sometimes  ruddy,  especially  after  heavy 
rains.

with  thefle  cases.  33  having  been  converted  into  water  closets  during  th 
year,  and  even  better  progress  is  practioally  oertain  in  19S1. 

JKFBC TIQTJS.  DT SEASES : - The  usual  inspect iono  and  disinfection  of  the 

houses  have  been  carried  out  after  the  removal  of  the  patients  to 
hospital . 

HOUSING,  TOE!  PIAflCTS.  ETC.  AO?.  1909,  Very  little  vor>  has  b^cn 
done  in  this  connection  during  the  year.  Action  ifl  ta>en  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts,  to  remedy  minor  defects.  Serious  defects  are  at 
present  difficult  to  deal  with  owing  to  lac*  of  alternative 
ac  c o nmo da t ion .
